No, 17<2f>)/62-Rcg.— Tn exercise ot the powers conferred by Section 9 
read with Subjections (1) and (2) of Section 32 ot the Oil and 
Natmal Gas Commission Act, 1959, the Od and Natural Gas Com- 
mission hereby makes the following regulations foi the transaction of 
the business of the Commission: — 

1. Short Title — These regulations may be called the Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission (Transaction ot Business) Regulations, 1963. 

2. Matins whnh must he placed before the Commission — The fol- 
lowing niaLtcis shall be placed before the Commission foi orders or 
information, as the case may be; 

(1) All new expenditure proposals (i.c. proposals in respect of 
any work or project, estimates for wliith have not previously 
been appioved by the Commission under broad component 
heads) involving an expenditure in excess of Rs. 15 lakhs, in 
each ease. 

(2) Any expenditure proposals, in respect of width ihe policy of 
the Commission is not known. 

(3) All pioposals for the ci cation of posts in the scale of 
Rs. 1,500—60 — 1,600 and abo\c and for appointments there- 
to, 

(4) The annual Budget proposals of the Commission. 

(5) The proposed annual plan of the Commission’s activities. 

(6) Diaft annual Report of the Commission. 

(7) All matters which, in the opinion of a Member require a 
decision by, or report to the Commission. 

(8) Any matter which the Chairman may order to be plated 
befoie the Commission. 

(9) AH pioposds imohmg agreements with foreign parties or 
the appointment oF foreigners in the service or at the cost of 
the Commission, otlietwise than in accordance with the pro- 
gramme previously appioved. 

(10) Periodical rcpoits (as mav be prescribed fiom time to time) 
on the progress of the activities ot die Commission. 

(11) Reports on the attion taken on the decisions of the Com- 
mission. 

3. Disposal of business by the Commission — All matters requiring 
he orders of the Commission shall be placed before a Meeting of 
he Commission; but it any matter is of an urgent nature and cannot 
iwalt consideiation ( ill the next meeting of the Commission takes 
dace, it may be decided by circulation amongst the Members and 
Chairman of the Commission. 

4. The Agenda notes for consideration by the Commission shall be 
prepared by the Secietary in the manner prescribed by the Commis- 
u'on from time to time. 

5. Punedure to be followed at the meetings of the Commission — 

(1) The Commission will ordinal ily meet once a month on the 
lare(s) to be notified by the Secretary with the prior approval of the 
chairman. 

(2) In the absent e of the Chairman at any Meeting, the senior^ 
most Member of the Commission shall picside, 
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(3) The quorum for a meeting of the Commission diall be at least 
1 / Bnls of ine total number ot members for the time being appoint- 
ed. 

6. (1) The agenda and notes thereon for cveiy Meeting shall be 
pieparcd by die Secretaiy, under the ordcis of the Member In- 
charge of Administration and Coonlination and in the mannei pres- 
et i bed by the Commission from time to time, 

(2) Th Agenda and Notes shall he ordinarily uiculatcd to the 
Ch aii man /Members at least days before l lie date of the Meeting of 
the Commission, 

7. Any item winch is not included in ihe Agenda circulated to the 
Mcmbeis shall not l>e taken up lor consideiation at a Meeting of 
the Commission. 

Provided that a matter requiring urgent atiention may be taken 
up bv a Membci at the meeting with (lie approval of the 
Chairman. 

8. All decisions of the Commission shall be taken by a majoiity of 
the votes of Membci s present and voting. In the event ol a tie, the 
Chairman or, in his absence the Member piesiding shall have a 
casting vote: 

Provided that the person presiding may, in his discretion, re- 
stive any mattei foi (he consideration of the Central 
Government. 

9. The Commission may cither take a final decision on anv matter 
laced before it or it may postpone its consideration to a subsequent 
Iccting, or may direct that the mailers may be icferred to a Com- 
mittee of its Members for a final decision or for consideration and 
further report to the Commission. 

10. (1) No matter on t^liich a decision lias been taken by the Com- 
mission, shall be reopened either by its inclusion in the Agenda of a 
Meeting of the Commission or by ait illation for a peiiod of 6 months 
from the date on which the decision was taken. 

Provided that the Chairman mav pci mil any such matter to be 
placed before the Commission oi decided by circulation, during the 
said period of 6 months, if he is satisfied that there is sufficient justi- 
fication for doing so. 

(2) All pioposals covered by the pioviso to the preceding paia shall 
be submitted to the Chairman through (he Mcmbet Incharge of 
Administration and Coordination, 

11. The Draft Minutes of the Meeting ot ihe Commission shall be 
ordinarily prepared by Lhe Secretary within 5 days of the Meeting of 
the Commission and circulated to die Members and the Chairman. 
The comments of the Members shall be communicated to the Secre- 
tary within S days of the receipt ot the minutes. In the event of dis- 
agreement amongst the Mcmbeis in regard to any mattei recorded in 
the draft minutes, the decision of the Chairman shall be final, 

12. The confirmed Minutes of every Meeting shall be recorded In 
a Minute Book kept for this puipose and the Minutes will be placed 
before the Chairman for signature at the next meeting, 

13. Committees of the Commission — (1) Commission may, by order 
in writing appoint such Committees as it may considci necessary for 
investigating and reporting to the Commission on such matters ad 
may be specified, ami if so authorised by the Commission, for taking 
decisions on the matters referred to. 

(2) A decision taken by a Committee, appointed by the Commis- 
sion may at any time be leviewed by the Commission cither on its 
own motion or on a reference being made to it. 
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14. Consultation with the Finance Wine of the Commission— ( 1) 
No matter having financial implications snail be decided or placed 
before the Commission for a decision without having been lefcried 
LO the Finaiue Wing of the Commission for comments . 

(2) Unless a iase is tullv cohered by the powcis to sane Lion ex- 
penditure or to appropriate oi rr-appiopnalc binds, conferred bv a 
general or special order of Lhe Commission, no order shall be 
issued, without obtaining the prior conctuiencc of the Finance Wing 
of the Commission. 

15. Disposal of Business by Member * — The distribution of work 
amongst the members of lhe Commission, the scope of their functions 
and their designations shall be decided bv the Chairman, from time 
to time. The Chairman may alter the designation in allocation of 
work to any Member at any time. 

16. Subject to general confoinfiLv with the known policies of the 
Commission and to the concurrence of Finaiue and/or any Member 
concerned, and with the exception of all new proposals (i.c. those 
not already cohered bv previous decisions of the Commission oi the 
Government of Lidia, as the case maj he, approving of a project 
estimate under its several components) involving an expenditure in 
excess of Rs. 15 lakhs in each case, cvcty Member is empowered to 
decide, in the name of the Commission, all matters falling within 
the scope of functions assigned to him, 

17. When a matter impinges on the functions of more than one 
Member, it shall be decided only afLer muLual/jomt consultation and 
agreement. 

18. In the e\cnL of a disagreement between two Members, the 
matLer shall he referrd, through M(RA Sc C) to the Chairman, whose 
decision shall be final. The Chairman may, however, order thaL an } 
such matter may be placed before a meeiing of the Commission or be 
decided by circulation. 

19. Execution of the Policy of the Commission The DhciLors of Die 
Commission at Headquarters al Dchta Dun and stub other officers as 
may be designated m Lius behalf from time to time shall he icsponsible 
for carrying out the dec isions/ policies of the Commission pertaining 
to their respective offices in accordance with the instructions issued in 
this behalf from time to time and shall be competent lo issue orders 
on behalf of tfic Commission.
